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Beautiful Specimens of Recent Ecclesiastical Work 
in Gold and Enamel.

PART II. 
NOTHER Rhenish city in which the 
art of ecclesiastical gold and silver 
smithing is in a flourishing condition 
is Aix-la-Chapelle, and among the gold- 
smiths there entitled to special recog- 
nition is Bernhard Witte, son and _ suc- 


cessor of the all too early deceased past 
master in the goldsmith’s art, August 
Witte, who died in 1883. Among other ex- 
cellent works in the precious metals and 
enamel made by August Witte to the order 
of German princes for the treasure of art 
and relics contained in the cathedral at 
Aix-la-Chapelle, we may note particularly 
the pala d’oro (golden altar screen) of 
Emperor Otto III., wrought in figured sheet 
gold, which the deceased restored in mas- 
terly style and embellished with rich enamel 
and filigree work on the order of the late 
Emperor William I., who supplied the funds. 
The successor of the above-mentioned 
master, who founded a school of ecclesias- 
tical goldsmithing, Bernhard Witte has fol- 
lowed worthily in his father’s footsteps, and 
within the past few years has made a large 
number of excellent liturgical vessels and 
altar utensils, not only for parochial and 
cathedral churches in Germany but for 
Dutch, Belgian, English and American pa- 
trons, that have been highly admired. 
While within the past few years many 
artistic works of ecclesiastical goldsmithing 
for Roman churches have been produced, 
there was recently completed, in the same 
workshops, a notably beautiful enclosed 
shrine in the shape of a wing-altar or 
diptych, with a reliquary containing a frag- 
ment of the true cross. The exterior of 
this new shrine, on which ornamentation 
has not been spared, first merits description, 
it having been richly carved in ebony by 
sculptor Brodmiiller, after designs by the 
artist Schumacher, embellished by a rich, 
ornate cap moulding, also in ebony, in which 
Romanesque scroll work alternates with 
grotesque, fantastic animal forms, all chased 
(no cast work being used). 
The richly ornamental wing doors are 
mbellished in their upper parts with two 
veeping figures, personifying the sun and 
noon, in silver bas relief. The doors them- 
lves have wrought silver mountings, the 
florid ornamentation of which follows the 
same style as the richly ornate lock mounts. 
he reverse side, also, is not lacking in 
lecoration, a Latin votive inscription in 
gorous engraving being in evidence, to- 
ther with the arms of the episcopal donor 
1 the patrician arms of the present owner. 
may be added that the diptych is sup-

ported by an equally elaborate console of 
carved ebony, from the foliate. ornamenta- 
tion of which two dragons in wrought silver 
are issuing, that appear to serve the stylo- 
bate as carriers and supporters. 

The exterior, however, in all its elaborate 
members and forms, is only weakly initia- 
tive to the beauty of form and pure mag- 
nificence that impresses the observer when 
the little half-doors are opened. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the operative goldsmith has 
employed all the means art places at his 
disposal in his efforts to make the interior 
a sanctuarium glittering in gold and pre- 
cious stones that holds the gaze of the as- 
tonished observer entranced. Following the 
pattern of a profusely enameled diptych, 
dating from the close of the 12th century 
and preserved in the former “Porte de Hal” 
museum in Brussels, the richly ornamented 
interior forms a recessed semi-circular niche, 
the top of which forms a trefoliate arch 
over a quadrilateral frame, from which it 
projects and is separated. 

In this depressed apsis, in which Roman- 
esque floral designs are shown on trans- 
lucent brown enamel, the reliquary proper 
is elevated on an enameled stylobate, sup- 
ported by appropriate grotesques in the 
form of a delicate little monstrance, in 
which the fragment of the holy cross is 
enclosed. The quatrefoil reliquary is elab- 
orately embellished with filigree and poly- 
chrome enamel work, richly set with dia- 
monds, pearls and other precious stones, 
in cabochon form. 

The 14-centimeter-wide trefoliate arch, 
with lower quadrangular framing, that en- 
closes the recessed niche and the reliquary 
it contains has been turned to decorative 
account by the goldsmith, who has enriched 
it in the most varied style with filigree 
and enamel work, alternating with set pre- 
cious stones and pearls. A specially attrac- 
tive decorative effect has been imparted to 
this border by the use of polychrome medal- 
lions of champlevé enamel, on which the 
enameler has produced the twelve constella- 
tions in the animal signs, as depicted in the 
middle ages, in brilliant enamel colors, just 
as they may be seen embroidered in gold 
thread on the famous Byzantine Imperial 
mantel, among the treasures of the Cathe- 
dral at Bamberg. 

The same system of ornamentation is 
adopted for the two “practical” half-doors, 
enameled band borders of the same charac- 
ter, presenting the symbols of the four 
elements, alternating with plaquettes of 
filigree beautifully set off with set precious 
stones, rubies, emeralds, turquoises and 
sapphires. As the chief decoration, how- 


ever, there appears in the sunken panel of 
each of the doors a brilliant champlevé 
enamel, the standing figure of an angel, 
facing inward toward the ostensorium con- 
taining the fragment of the cross and bear-, 
ing aloft the instruments of the Saviour’s 
torture, i.e., the spear and the sponge stuck 
upon a reed. 

Above these two angel figures, which are 
patterned after the eight saints engraved on 
the flamboyant crown of the Emperor Bar- 
badossa in this cathedral, we note, in ap- 
propriate clouds, also with a bright gold 
background, profile figures of angels, hold- 
ing up on the one side the sacred handker- 
chief of St. Veronica and on the other the 
nails from the cross of Christ and the 
crown of thorns. Attention must also be 
called to the fact that in the depressed chan- 
nels of these borders the artist has intro- 
duced highly ornamental round beadings 
of fine workmanship, showing, on white 
enamel, a polychrome fleur de lis 

The height of the reliquaries, including 
the console, is 40 centimeters and the width 
15% centimeters; with the doors opened its 
extreme width is 31% centimeters. 

In recent times numerous noteworthy 
specimens of the ecclesiastical goldsmith’s 
work for liturgical purposes have been 
turned out by the goldsmiths of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle, strictly in the medieval style. The 
above described shrine, however, that owes 
its origin to the piety and the artistic taste 
of a citizen of Aix-la-Chapelle, ‘must be 
regarded rightly, as in design and execution, 
a finished chef d’@uvre and as exemplifying 
the height of the excellence attained in the 
goldsmith’s art in the ancient imperial city 
at the beginning of this century.

Mr. Russell made a plea to the manufac 
turers to improve the quality of their wares, 
and he expressed the hope that a higher 
quality of jewelry would be made in the 
future. He suggested that the organiza- 
tion appoint a committee to investigate the 
various brands of filled, rolled plate jewelry 
and silver plate, and said that such a com- 
mittee would be astonished at the low qual 
ity of some of the jewelry now on the mar-

Max Jennings, St. Clair, Mich., the 
president of the American National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Jewelers, was introduced 
and spoke on the benefits of organization 
He said: 

I am grateful to you, sir, for your kindly words 
f introduction, and can only say, what little I 
have been able to do for the cause of organization, 
I have been glad to do. I wish it might have been 
I bring to you to-day, the greetings of the 
National Retail Jewelers’ Association, 
an association, as you know, that was born less 
than a year ago at Rochester, N. Y. 

It is peculiarly fitting that the national 
ciation should bring greeting to the Michigan

Now, we want to drop both of these ‘“‘dom things,” 
we want to get rid of the twin evils—the manu- 
facturers’ “cut” rate to the mail order catalogue 
houses, and the jobber selling at retail. Can we 
do it? I don’t know. One thing I do know; the 
only way under heaven that gives us a chance to 
do it, is the way of organization and co-operation? 

Now, do not misunderstand me. This is a free 
country; our constitution grants to all men equal 
rights, and the privilege of life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. I would not want to inter- 
fere with the rights or privileges of any man en- 
gaged in a legitimate, honorable business; neither 
do I want my rights or privileges abridged by 
unfair, ruinous competition, tolerated and winked 
at, aided and abetted by those who ought to be 
my best friends. 

I say there is need of organization. Well, then, 
is an effective organization practicable? Your 
presence here says “yes.”’ We think it is, for we 
have organized. There are who can, and 
will give you 50 reasons why such an organization 
as ours is practicable, but I have yet to hear a 
rational, satisfactory reason why it is not.

The association is practicable, we know it for we 
are here, but has our organization been successful? 
Up to a certain point, yes. There are perhaps 25 
per cent. of the retail jewelers of Michigan in 
this association. It succeeds to that extent. So 
far as the 75 per cent. are concerned, it fails. 
What are we going to do about it. 


We want every 
jeweler in the State enrolled. How are we to get 


them? There is only way that I know, and that 
is to go after them. 

Just this one word and I am done Let every 
member of the Michigan Retail Jewelers’ Asso 
ciation turn missionary, “be a booster for your 
association; go after the jeweler in your own 
town; impress upon him the powerful influence 


that an association, backed by the moral force of

Mr. King said that watchmaking is a high 
and honored profession and that any man 
who sat at the bench 10 years or more is

Price of Platinum Again Advanced After 
Recent Rapid Decline. 

An advance in platinum from $2 to $2.50 
an ounce occurred during the last week in 
June and the first two weeks in July. The 
metal had been selling at $24 an ounce, but 
within this short time the price has jumped 
to $26.50. 

A prominent New York dealer, in speak- 
ing of the advance, gave as his reason for 
it that this year there is as usual a limited 
supply and that the surplus stock which was 
thrown on the market early in the season 
has disappeared, leaving the trade only the 
regular supply to depend upon. He said 
he believed that there would be a still fur- 
ther advance within the next few months, 
and predicted that platinum would again 
pass the $30 mark. 

He stated that the market was close and 
that no one seemed anxious to sell and 
that the present ruling price was lower than 
the market condition seemed to justify. He 
places $24 in his estimation as the bottom 
price which platinum would reach for some 
time to come. It will be remembered that 
because of the market conditions and finan- 
cial troubles at the beginning of the year 
platinum dropped from $37 to $24 an ounce 
because of the large quantity thrown upon 
the: market.

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Answers Filed to the Suit in Bankruptcy 
Brought Against A. W. Susen, 
Missing Jeweler of El Paso, Tex. 

Paso, Téx., July 12.—Answers have 
n filed by Constantine Bremme and Jo 

yh U. Sweeney, receivers for A. W. 
Susen, the missing jeweler, of this city, who 

is alleged to have absconded and taken 

with him property belonging to others. It 
will be remembered by readers of THE 
CriRCULAR-WEEKLY that Susen disappeared 
early two months ago while on a trip to 
Chicago and New York, and as no word 
was received from him for some time, a 
safe was opened, but the gems which cred 
tors and his family expected to find in it 
ad disappeared. 

Joseph U. Sweeney, Mayor of this city, 
was later appointed by the County Court 
to be administrator of the estate. On the 
allegation that Susen had committed an act 
of bankruptcy, and that there was a short- 
age in his assets, an involuntary bankruptcy 
petition was filed June 18, by the attorneys 
for the Jewelers Board of Trade, New 
York, on the claims of several creditors. 

In the answer of Receiver Sweeney, it is 
set forth that Susen did not abscond from 
the city with property belonging to the firm 
and that he has not committed an act in 
bankruptcy such as is contemplated in the 
law. A trial by jury is asked in the an- 
swers. It is denied that Bremme was ever 
a partner of Susen. Beside this, a general 
denial is entered by the receiver to the alle- 
gation that the missing jeweler is insolvent. 

The filing of the two answers and the 
request for a jury will hold the case over 
to the October term of the Federal Court, it 
is expected. The answers filed with the 
clerk of the Federal Court are as follows: 
In the District Court of the United States, west- 
ern district of Texas, El Paso Division, in the 
matter of Alling & Co. vs. A. W. in bank 
ruptey, now comes A. W. Susen, by Joseph U 
Sweeney, as receiver, and says 
First.

of the prior year. The number of trading 
failures during the first half of 1907 was 
4,120, compared with 4,154 in the same 
period of last year. The defaults were 


larger this year, amounting to $26,744,786 
as compared with $25,505,978 in the six 
months of 1906, but the increase 
was all provided by the failures in the State 

f New York. In fact, the entire increase 
was supplied by a single failure in the iron 


moderate 


and steel business, Several other suspen- 
sions of unusual magnitude were offset by 
the better showing among the great mass 


of smaller firms. 

Adding to the trading failures those in 
banks and other classes, the total number 
for the first half of 1907 was 5,607, with 
total liabilities of $69,568,662 as compared 
with 5,612 failures involving $62,644,074 in 
the first half of 1906. The number of fail- 
ures is less than for any corresponding six 
months since 1899, 

Geographically, the comparison 
improvement in almost every section of the 
country except the three middle States, 
where the increase of liabilities was more 
than 100 per cent. In the five central States 
the decrease in the defaulted indebtedness 
was especially large. Illinois showed a 
decrease of 128 in the number of failures 
and $7,000,000 in the amount. Most of the 
western States showed the same tendency. 
New England showed a decrease of 100 in 
the number of failures and about $1,000,000 
in liabilities, this being brought about al- 
most entirely. by Massachusetts returns. 
The increased liabilities in New York State 
amounted to $16,000,000, and the number 
of failures in this State was 122 greater 
than in the corresponding six months of 
1906.

The method of manufacture now appears 
clear The vase was made solid, then par- 
tially dried and the interior carefully 
scraped out with flint scrapers, and after- 
ward the vase was baked. This seems to 
be confirmed by a statue in the Cairo Mu- 
seum, which shows a man thus working the 
interior. It must finally be noted that this 
was undoubtedly the method in which the 
alabaster vases were made in later times 

he vases in the museum are decorated 
with drawings of Nile boats, men, ostriches 
and animals, but hitherto no regular picto- 
rial story has been found. One vase in this 
collection, however, has more sequence in 
its decoration than any I have seen before. 
It is a large yellow buff vase about 12 
inches high. The bottom part has a wave 
pattern decoration in red. On the main 
body an interesting scene is depicted. In 
the upper part two prehistoric Nile boats 
are represented as moored to the bank. 
There are cabins on deck, on the roof of 
which little men in an attitude denoting 
excitement or activity are standing. At the 
head of each boat a taller man stands, the 
attitude of his arms denoting the giving of 
orders 

On the bank between the two boats is a 
still taller man, whose arms are spread out 
as if giving the supreme orders. Here, 
then, we have clearly the picture of a Nile 
boat expedition landing on the bank of the 
river felow this group is represented a 
number of huts, in one of which a dead 
body is clearly shown. This is evidently 
the village raided. 

The lower tier is very interesting. On 
the left is a man with a long staff in his 
hand, who is advancing toward a grove of 
palm trees. Behind him a giraffe, round 
whose neck he has a lasso. Before him run 
two dogs. On the right is another group, 
a Barbary ram and two kids. The ram 
stands in front of them and raises his foot 
in an angry manner to ward off the ap- 
proaching dogs.

It is obvious 
that two balances may be identical in 
weight, yet, being of unequal dimensions, 
the larger one will, because of the greater 
distance of its weight from the center, re- 
quire a hairspring of greater strength to 
bring it to time.

There is so much dependent upon the 
per construction of a bimetallic or com- 
nsation balance—sometimes called chr 
meter balance—that a brief description of 
manufacture will aid us to the better 
derstanding of its functions. The con 
uction of the compensation balance is a 
umph of science and mechanical ingenuity 
functions are threefold—first by its mo- 
ntum, in connection with the resistance 
the hairspring to control the motion of 
train wheels; second by automatically 
inging the radius of its gyration to com 
nsate for its own expansion and contrac 
n and changing elasticity of the hair- 
pring caused by variations in temperature. 
lis is to say the mean of its weight is 
itomatically insured at the correct distance 
mm the center to overcome varying ten 
n 


It is of the first importance that the two 
metals, steel and brass, of which a balance 
is composed should be selected with the 
utmost care. A freedom from flaws and an 
absolute uniformity of texture is necessary. 
Special formulas are used for the mixture 
of these metals and every process in the 
manufacture of the balance calls for great 
precision. 

The slightest neglect is likely to be dis- 
astrous to its efficiency as a means of ad 
justment. The brass used in a-compensating 
balance should have twice the coefficient of 
expansion as the steel. A strip of this steel 
is placed under a punch and cut into disks. 
These disks are called balance blanks A 
hole is now drilled in the center of the 
blank and is carefully opened to exact size. 
Upon the accuracy of this operation de- 
pends largely the truth of the balance. 
After being once opened it is not touched 
with a cutting tool of any description until 
the balance is completed. The blank is 
now placed upon an absolutely true arbor 
and the outside turned down to the standard 
size, a ten-thousandth of an inch being 
taken into consideration in this measure 
ment, A ring of brass is now formed, the 
inside of said ring being carefully fitted to 
the outside of the steel blank. Both blank 
and ring are now dipped in a specially pre- 
pared flux and are driven together. These 
are placed in a sort of bottomless cup called 
a capsule. The metal of which this capsule 
is composed has a much higher point of 
fusion than the brass, the object being to 
retain the brass in position when it is 
melted. 

lhe hole in the steel blank is now filled 
with a preparation of plumbago to prevent 
oxidization in the subsequent operation of 
heating. The embryonic balance is now 
placed in a muffle and heated until the brass 
fuses and becomes smelted to the steel 
blank. After cooling the plumbago is r¢ 
moved from the hole and the _ balance 
mounted on an arbor and a turning made 
on its edge which removes the capsule and 
a portion of the brass. In this condition the 
brass is quite soft, and it remains to bring 
it to the proper density—an operation re 
quiring the utmost skill and cars If not 
sufficiently compressed the finished balance 
will be soft and will easily get out of true; 
if too much compressed the brass will be 
more or less disintegrated, its cohesion im- 
paired and its action under changes of tem 
perature very uncertain, thus rendering it 
unfit for adjustment. The compression of 
the brass is performed in a machine of sp 
cial design and construction, This machin 
is equipped with rolls which graduall 
compress the brass, at the same time pro 
ducing a lamination in its grain which adds 
greatly to its rigidity. The sides of the 
balance are now faced off and the steel 
chambered to nearly the finished depth.

lhis pitting of end stones may be the result 
f one of many defects. For instance, dia- 
mond powder allowed to remain in the 
ewel after its polishing will pit the end 
stone. A roughly finished or porous end 
stone is liable to produce the same result. 
lhe cause is that small particles of the 
stone itself become detached and, mingling 
vith the oil, form an abrasive compound. 
Oil stone powder of even flour of emery 
vill not pit a sapphire end stone. Of 
urse, this is not true of a garnet end 
ne, which, by the way, is not fit to be 
ised in any watch.

This 
henomenon could not be accounted for by 
ny of the then known theories, and I found 
vself forced to look to other causes for the 
uble, Turning my attention to the steel 








and its treatment, | rewarded by the 
important discovery that high carbon steel 
when overheated would almost invariably, 
in time, pit the hardest end stone. The 
experiments were continued, many of them 
being repeated over and over again for long 
periods with the same result. It is a well- 
known fact that diamond is neither more 
nor less than crystallized carbon This, 
taken in connection with the results ob 
tained by my experiment, seems to fully 
justify the theory that the pitting of end 
stones under the conditions stated is due to 
a portion of the carbon contained in the 
steel being transformed by heat 
into infinitesimal diamonds; or, at least, into 
having high abrasive qualities. 
Following out this discovery, 1 have since 
used the utmost care to avoid heating the 
steel beyond the point necessary for a 
proper hardening. The result has been 
most satisfactory, A pitted end stone, in

The jewels used in watches are usually 
garnet, ruby and sapphire. Their hardness 
is in the order named, garnet being the 
softest. The sapphire is next to the dia- 
mond in hardness. This is the stone used 
by us for balance jewels and end stones. 

We will presume that the diameters of 
the pivots are properly proportioned to the 
dimensions and weight of the balance which 
for an 18-size should be 11/100 to 12/100 of a 
millimeter, and the proper sideshake in the 
jewel hole is 5/1,000 of a millimeter, the 
endshake being 2/100 of a millimeter. Sap- 
phire is the best material for both jewels 
and end The shape of the hole 
should be what is termed olive. This shape 
reduces the retarding effect of thickening 
oil to the minimum. The face of the jewel 
should have a hemispherical oil cup and the 
back should be well rounded. When in 
position the distance between the jewel and 
end stone should be about 2/100 of a milli- 
meter. If this distance is too great the 
jewel will soon become dry for a reason 
which I will explain a little later on. It is 
a very bad practice to allow the jewel and 
end stone to be in actual contact, as you will 
sometimes find in the cheapest foreign work.

Stones are hollowed out by the constant 
dripping of water, and stagnant business 
by the constant service of a trained adver- 
tising writer, Ad. writing is a business 
within itself. Many merchants fail to rea- 
lize the importance of this fact, judging 
from the number of poorly written adver- 
tisements which appear daily. If the mer- 
chant would turn part of this money over 
to some first-class advertising agency or 
if he would employ an expert ad. writer to 
take charge of this branch of the business, 
the result would be far different. A poor 
ad., like a friend in need, is a source of 
expense. 

It is not always the article advertised 
which makes people read the ad., but the 
manner in which it is worded and dis- 
played. The proper use of cuts add tone 
to an ad. and are always sure to attract 
attention, especially if the price of an ar- 
ticle is mentioned. Just the same with a 
beautiful show window. If the articles are 
all marked in plain figures, it is sure to 
draw a crowd, while perhaps the competitor 


in the next block with equally as hand- 
some a line does not believe in mentioning 
prices, and as a result you seldom see a 
crowd before his window. Judicious ad- 
vertising can be used in every line of 
business with excellent results, not only in 
the mercantile line, but in a professional 
way, although we are often told it is not 
ethical. For example, the doctor, lawyer 
or dentist. At the same time they do not 
hesitate to mention their different cases to 
the newspaper reporters, knowing full well 
that they will receive in return a free 
write-up. 

If you have something good, why not 
let the other fellow know about it, espe- 
cially if it means dollars and cents, for in 
the end it is the almighty dollar we are 
all after. Only we have different ways of 
getting it. The advertising world is a 
stage, and all the advertisers, actors. But 
it is those who don’t advertise that sit in 
the gallery and throw things. 

While we must all admit that newspaper 
advertising for the local merchant brings 
the best results, however, we must not over- 
look the fact that much good advertising 
can be done within the four walls of the 
establishment. The old time jewelry store 
was one that had everything in stock under 
lock and key, safely guarded. There was 
no show in the window and practically 
nothing but the sign to indicate the char- 
acter of the business. There was nothing 
to attract the purchaser. 

To-day the jeweler’s show window is his 
chief drawing card, and taking two stores, 
both having the same stock, the one who 
puts in the nicest assortment of attractive 
jewelry, tastefully arranged, as against the 
other whose window contains a lot of taste- 
fully arranged roses and here and there an 
occasional jewel, the first will get the busi- 
ness at the start, while the latter may get 
some trade if he holds out long enough. 

The same applies to advertising. The 
man who conducts a business nowadays 
and is backward about what he has to sell, 
is a dead one. He is behind the times and 
his progressive competitor who advertises 
has a decided advantage over him. At the 
same time a jewelry stock should not be 
advertised like that of a department store. 
There should be a difference. Quaker oats 
is the same wherever bought. The buyer 
of jewelry must depend upon the honesty 
and integrity of the firm he buys from 
and his advertisements should be so worded 
as to inspire confidence. 

A well selected stock of first class goods, 
neatly displayed; accommodating, polite 
and painstaking clerks, backed by a thor- 


oughly posted proprietor, are a lasting 
vertisement for any establishment. 
may be able to draw a crowd to your st 
by a well-written advertisement, but if 
customers are not properly taken car: 
by competent and obliging clerks, mad 
feel at home and their patronage ap 
ciated, they will look up the other fel 
next time. 

The far-reaching, good or bad res 
coming from neglect or carelessness on 
part of the salespeople is exemplified 
an incident which happened recently: 

A man purchased two articles—on 
$1.05 and the other for 55 cents, and | 
therefor $1.65. The overcharge of 
cents was not noticed at the time and 
so small that he paid no further attent 
to it. A short time afterward he called 
the store and was waited on by the 
clerk, and in a joking way mentioned 
overcharge of five cents. The clerk 
very indignant, insisted that no 
take was made and commenced to argu 
a loud voice, evidently to create an eff: 
The customer naturally resented it w 
the matter was at first unimportant 
then proceeded to tell all his neighbors 
with the assistance of his family, caus 
considerable trade to be taken away fi 
this particular store. Thus it is read 
seen that one clerk can easily spoil 
effect of a great deal of advertising 

The success of any business depet 
upon holding its trade and not upon getti 
new customers each day. The mercl 
who sells to a customer to-day and n 
expects to see him again is a poor busi! 
man, and his business will be of short dur 
tion. Many proprietors make 
take confining themselves to the office 
stead of becoming acquainted with tl 
customers.

advertisements; and one displeased 
tomer will do you more harm than a do 
pleased ones can put right, and for this r 
son never allow 2 customer to leave j 
store under these conditions if it costs 
twice the amount of the purchase to 
him back.

Pythagoras and 
Plato said: “Almighty God geometrizes in- 
cessantly.” The diamond—-carbon 
tallized by volcanic action—is the finest ex- 
ample of the hidden forces of nature, work- 
ing deep down under ground, making mag- 
nificent crystals when mined, cut and pol- 
ished by man, are splendid objects of light 
and color. And science is powerless to copy 
nature. Chemists can make beautiful crys 
tals from salt, alum, sugar and other min- 
erals, but it stops short of reproducing the 
diamond. A few small diamonds have in 
deed been produced by pattern after nature, 
but with such poor results and at such vast 
expense as to be wholly discouraging from 
a commercial viewpoint.

| Twentieth Century Evils of the Jeweler—Is There a Remedy ? 

















Extract from the Address of Newton Dexter, Before the Recent Convention of ‘the 
% Retail Jewelers’ Association of Missouri. 








(Continued from issue of July 3.) 

HILE I am a strong believer in the 

efficacy of organization for the cor- 
rection of trade abuses, at the same time 
I know, and you will agree with me, that, 
no matter how strong and powerful an 
organization you may have, there are some 
things that it cannot aid you in doing, but 
which you must do yourself. 

Do you know what it costs you to do 
business? Have you put down every item 
of expense and got the cost down to a 
dead certainty so that you are able to put 
a mark on your goods that you know will 
afford you a reasonable profit? Or is it 
all guess work? 

“There,” said a jeweler, “is a sale just 
made in which I have made a clear profit 
of $5.” 

“Have you deducted from that sale the 
cost of doing business?” we asked. 

“Why, no,” he said. 

“Well, you acknowledge that you have 
store rents, clerks’ pay, insurance, gas, fuel, 
advertising and numerous other items you 
must pay for, do you not?” we asked. 

“Yes; but that did not occur to me when 
I made the statement which I did,” was his 
reply. 

“Well, just add to the cost of the article 
you have sold 20 per cent. for doing busi- 
ness and then see whether you have made 
$5 clear profit,” we said. 

Gentlemen, in my opinion, the jeweler 
who hasn't, as already said, gotten this 
matter, the cost of doing business, down to 
a dead certainty, is doing business not only 
in a haphazard way, but in a dangerous 
way, and if there are any here that have 
not settled this matter I trust it will be 
the first thing you do upon your return. 

The statement I am about to make, gen- 
tlemen, is one that is founded upon a care- 
ful study of five years’ work in assaying the 
goods you sell and what you paid for them. 
I am convinced, in my own mind, at any 
rate, that the merchant who knows what 
it costs him to do business, who knows 
what his stock inventories, who discounts 
his bills—even if he borrows from his bank 
to do it—who gets a good quality at the 
lowest price, who advertises judiciously 
and is satisfied with a reasonable profit. is 
able, in a great measure, to cope with the 


to-day. I am also 
convinced from this same work that, if 
there was a tax on roguery, the govern- 
ment would have a full treasury. 

We have gold filled watch cases, in 16 
size hunting case, etc, and the 
which I have caused to be made show a gold 
value that ranges from $3.25 down to $1.35. 
Yet each manufacturer has stamped his 
case, irrespective of its gold value, “Guar- 
anteed,” or “Warranted to wear 25 years.” 

We have “10K, 16S, Htg.,” etc., cases 
the gold value ranging from $2.70 down to 
$1, and each manufacturer has stamped his 
case “Guaranteed,” or “Warranted to wear 
20 years.” 

Look at “14K, 0S. Htg.,” etc., cases with 
gold value from $1.45 down to $0.59. Each 
case guaranteed for 25 years! 

Look at the gold value of “10K, 0S. 
Htg.,” etc., cases from $0.98 down to $0.38, 
but each case guaranteed for 20 years! 

In some rolled plate “10 year, 0S. Htg.’ 
cases I have the gold value given as 13 and 
17 cents. Ye gods! 

Look at 10K gold neck chains with the 
quality as being plump 10K down to over 
a karat short and the net prices ranging 
from $1.29 a dwt. to $0.84 a dwt. In 14K 
neck chains quality ranging between 13.83K 
and 12.73K, while the net price is quoted 
as being $1.77 a dwt. to $0.97 a dwt. 

In 10K signet rings we have the quality 
going from plump 10K to over a karat 
short and the net cost per dwt. from $1.01 
down to $0.65. 

Let me give you one more, 1-10 gold 
filled open curb vest chain, where the net 
price ranges between $3.13 down to $2.16 
and the gold values from $0.72 down to 
$0.42. 

Who is to blame for such an outrage- 
ously dishonest condition of affairs as the 
above mentioned? And I have only given 
you the smallest part of it. The same thing 
goes through all the different lines of goods 
you handle. 

Who is to blame for that condition that 
allows a manufacturer to put enough gold 
in his case to possibly wear one-quarter its 
guaranteed time and yet to stamp that case 
with a guarantee to wear as long as the 
manufacturer who has put enough gold in 
his case to honestly wear its warranted

time? Do you call it an honest case that 
has almost $2 less gold than those wit 
the highest gold values, and if the cas: 
dishonest, then what must be the man 
facturer who knowingly permits that cas 
to be wrongly stamped? 

‘But there is a demand for such good 
and we must meet that demand,” one may 
There is a demand for counterfeit 
money also, and because there is a demand 
for it, must we meet it? 

“T don’t care what the quality is as long 
as you stamp the ring 10K,” was said t 
the manufacturer. 

“But I care. I have not yet reached that 
condition in which I will make goods tw 
karats short of their stamping even if n 
trade mark is not on them. and I will not 
knowingly aid anyone to dispose of, frau 
dulent goods let alone making such goods.” 
replied the manufacturer. How long coul 
such goods be made if the manufacturer 
could not depend upon the retailer to di 
pose of them? 

I did not intend to wander from m 
subject in this matter, but as long as I hav 
done so, I can only hope that 1 have a 
complished some good in favor of thos: 
manufacturers who endeavor to give the 
jeweler goods honestly made and honestly 
stamped; goods which the retailer can rec- 
ommend to his customers, knowing that he 
will seldom, if ever, have a complaint 
about them. 

I was speaking about the jeweler know 
ing the cost of doing business, etc., and in 
looking over the assays of the various 
articles that I have had made during the 
past five years, I have become impresse« 
with the fact that there are some not able 
to meet department store and other compc- 
tition because they are not judicious buy- 
ers. I find that in every line thus far 
assayed that the merchant can buy a better 
quality at a lower price than some are now 
paying. For example, why will a merchant 
pay, say 83 cents a dwt. for a 10K ring that 
will not assay 9K, when, for much 
money, he can buy one that’s only a few 
hundredths of a karat short? It’s the same 
in all the other lines. It’s a problem | 
have never been able to solve to my own 
satisfaction, but it accounts, to my mind. 
why some are not able to meet certain 
competition. 

I had a splendid illustration of this mat- 
ter quite recently. I was talking with one 
of the proprietors of a large department 
store, and said to him: “I wish you would 
answer me frankly a question I would like 
to ask.”

“In the next place I believe no jeweler 
buys better quality at lower prices than we 
do. I will give you a practical illustration.” 
Turning to the clerk, he said: “Let me 
have Mr. Dexter’s assay of gold lockets” 
(if I had as subscribers the same propor- 
tion of jewelers as I have department 
stores, I would show the trade an assay 
work that would fill their hearts with joy). 
Pointing to a certain locket, the proprietor 
said: “That’s the locket we sell. You see 
what it cost and you see from our selling 
price we make a good profit. We consider 
that our buyer is an expert and he assures 
me that in workmanship and in everything 
else this locket is the equal of any made 
and the superior of some How many 
jewelers in town sell the same, and, if they 
do, compare their prices with ours?” 

I visited six of the leading jewelers and 
found only one selling the same locket and 
his price was 50 cents higher than the de- 
partment store. Another was selling a 
locket that cost 40 cents more than the 
first and nearly two karats short; another 
one that cost 80 cents more than the first, 
and was one-half karat short, and so on. 
Now I refer to this case and give you the 
facts as I received them and that experi- 
ence, I regret to say, has been duplicated 
many times since. 

Make a practical test yourselves. When 
ou go to a large city visit the department 
stores and inspect their solid gold goods, 
see who the manufacturer is and then look 
and see how it assays, and compare the 
price with what you are paying. Do the 
same with gold filled goods; see what the 
gold value is and compare prices and find 
ut where you are at 

In a city in Pennsylvania there is a jew- 
elry firm that has made a success of its 
isiness. Among the many original meth- 
ls employed is one to get rid of goods 
lat have proved poor sellers. In order to 
ll these goods so as to have the money 

invest in other things, the goods were 
gged with a colored tag. This colored 
gz, by the way, was never used except for 

s one purpose. The retail price was 
e original cost price and the clerk who 

ld the goods received a commission, 
ich was an incentive for him to sell them. 





Among some of their other methods is their 
treatment of children. No clerk thinks ot 
shoving them one side or ignoring them,

I think it was Mark Twain who once 
was advertised to give a lecture, the subject 
of which was, “The Festive Cockroach,” 
and when he delivered the lecture never 
once referred to the subject of it. I feel 
I am in about the same position. When 
the committee asked me to let them know 
my subject I gave them one and have 
stuck as close to my text as did Mark 
Twain If, however, I have ignored the 
subject, I shall hope I have at least given 
you one or two thoughts that, later on, 
will take root and bring forth results that 
will be beneficial to all who have given 
them attention. 

Before finishing the task that has been 
assigned me, there are three or four 
thoughts I would like to impress upon your 
minds, as I believe they are not only essen- 
tial, but vital to the correction of abuses 
that have and continue to affect your 
business : 

If we can have organization governed 
and controlled by the intelligence and con- 
servatism, by jewelers who know and re 
alize that there are perhaps many evils 
to be corrected within, as well as without, 
the trade, and if that organization includes 
the leading and prominent jewelers in 
every city, town and village of a State, I 
believe it possible that such an organiza- 
tion can and will inaugurate a new era 
in the life of retail jewelers throughout the 
country, and bring back to him the large 
amount of trade that has been diverted into 
other channels. 

To develop such organization means the 
expenditure of time and money and 
mighty hard work. It means the complete 
laying aside of all feeling, and especially 
that of jealousy, for which, as I have al- 
ready said, there is absolutely no real cause 
for its existence. 

Such an organization in every State 
would have, not only the numerical 
strength, but the influence to enforce every 
reasonable demand it made. It would not 
only command the respect, but fear of 
every manufacturer who would not dare to 
turn down any request that was backed by 
right and justice. What an influence such 
an organization would have in State legis- 
latures and Congress! What member of 
Congress would care to vote in favor of 
adding to the post office a new department 
to be called the Parcel Post when he knew 
that in his State there was a strong and 
influential association that included in its 
membership every prominent jeweler in 
the State. To whom would he give his 
vote? To a handful of department stores 
or to thousands of jewelers all over his 
State, and each one with more or less in- 
fluence? It seems to me it’s not a difficult 
question to answer. 

That question, however, will come up 
before we are in a position to answer it as 
State associations, and, therefore, each in- 
dividual must act, and I want to tell you, 
gentlemen, there is a work ahead for each 
one of us upon this matter; because, if the 
Parcel Post becomes a part of our postal

system, it will push many a jeweler, as w 
as Other merchants, to the wall

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Question No, 1908,—Melting Iron or 
Steel.—JVill you kindly let me know how 

can melt iron or steel in small quantities, 
say about two pounds? I have a small blast 
furnace such as is used for melting gold, 
but that does not answer the purpose. I 
also have a large tank of oxygen and a 
tank of gas. Can I do it that way, and 
how? CanTI do it with an electric furnace? 

a wD. A. 

ANswer:—Iron or steel may be meltea 
in quantities of one or two pounds in the 
following manner: Break up small pieces 
of charcoal (not dust) and mix with pieces 
of ore or clippings, which are then placed 
ina graphite crucible and covered with a 
mixture of even parts of powdered flint, 
ground glass and soda _ calcium It is 
preferable to use a muffle furnace for the 
melting operation, as the heat 1s more 
evenly divided and more intensified in the 
same. Should none such be on hand, a 
circular furnace will answer the purpose, 
but the crucible should be covered and 
also surrounded with pieces of charcoal 
Electric or oxygen furnaces cannot be used 
for such quantities, as their blast would 
only melt parts of the metal. The moulds 
in which the melted iron is to be cast should 
be made of yellow casting sand and thor 


oughly dried and heated before receiving 
the flow. ‘The operation of melting the iron 
usually takes from 30 to 40 minutes. It is 
wise before casting the melted iron to 
sprinkle it with oxide of iron while in 
fusion to free it from impurities which it 
may contain, Should no graphite crucible 
be obtainable a clay crucible may be used, 
but must be formerly covered on the out- 
side with powdered soda ash to concentrate 
the heat. os. es 
Question No. 1909.—To Clean Pewter. 
—Will you kindly give us a method of 
cleansing and brightening an old pewter 
teapot? ei? # 
ANswer:—There is usually a thick oxi- 
dation on old pewter that is very difficult 
to remove. The teapot may be immersed 
in gasoline for a few hours, which would 
loosen the coating somewhat, or the entire 
piece may be immersed in strong boiling 
lye or potash until the formation is 
loosened. The article can then be washed 
in hot soap suds, using a stiff brush, and, 
after drying, may be polished with any of 
the metal polishes. If the articles are to 
be cleaned in a plating and polishing estab- 
lishment, then the oxidation may be re- 
moved in a solution of hydrochloric acid 
and water, scratch-brushed and polished on 
the polishing lathe with pumice and oil.

Question No. 1911—To Produce Cellu- 
loid.— How is celluloid made? .f. 

ANSWER :—Celluloid is produced by mak- 
ing a mixture of 100 parts of ether, of a 
volume tric gravity of 0.728, and 25 parts of 
camphor. Stir in and dissolve 50 parts of 
collodion cotton, kneading the mass _ be- 
tween two vertically disposed rolls until it 
assumes a plastic form. If colored cellu- 
loid is wanted, the coloring matter is added 
to the ether or to the raw material during 
the kneading process. The rolled-out sheets 
are exposed to the air until they harden, 
when they are ready to be cut with saws 
for the articles desired. 

QOvestion No. 1912.—Paste for Razor 
Strops.—Can you give me a formula for 
making a paste for strops—something which 
Il can recommend to my customers?

ANswer:—For the sharpening side of a 
razor strop use tin putty, two parts; crocus, 
two parts; iron scale, one part; levigated 
lurkey oilstone (novaculite), seven parts; 
all finely pulverized, mixed with three parts 
of beef suet to form a thick paste. For the 
polishing side use levigated graphite well 
rubbed down with olive oil. 

Question’ No. 1913.—Bright Black for 
Steel and lron.—How can I produce a 
bright or brilliant black on iron and steel?

ANnSweR:—A bright black that is very 
durable for steel and iron is produced by 
dropping sulphuric acid into turpentine. 
Keep stirring and adding the acid until no 
more precipitate falls to the bottom. Then 
pour all into water. Now pour off the 
liquid from the sediment and keep on wash 
ing and pouring off until blue litmus paper, 
which has first been dipped into water, will 
not turn red. The mass is now free from 
acid, and can be applied to the parts to be 
blackened. The pieces are then heated over 
a fire, which will produce a bright black,

which may be improved by rubbing with 
a woolen cloth which has been dipped into 
linseed oil. If this is carefully done it will 
produce a black that is a good color and 


cannot be removed easily. 


Question No. 1914.—Cadmium for 


Electro-Deposition.—Kindly explain to 
me newt l can use cadmium for electro 
plati im place of silver Bf 


eine lo make a solution for plat 
ing with cadmium, use the chloride or 


sulphate of the metal, which can be pu 
chased in the market This may be dis 
solved directly in water. Then precipitat: 


with washing soda, Where the chlorid 
is used there must be employed about 170 
grammes, as it contains only 50 per cent 
of cadmium, If the sulphate is employed, 
995 grammes must be used, because this 
contains only about one-seventh of its weight 
of metallic cadmium. For the anode uss 
a cadmium plate, which is made by melting 
cadmium and pouring it on an iron plate, 
or by rolling the metal into a sheet. The 
brightest and firmest deposit is obtained 
when the temperature of the solution is bs 
tween 112° and 149° F. 





The Proper Method of Adding Chloride of 
Silver to Silver Bath. 


LL silver solutions need replenishing, 


from time to time, with chloride of 
silver. In baths which have plenty of 
anode surface this is not necessary as fre 
quently as it is where a small number of 
anodes are used. In all silver solutions, 
however, it is necessary at some time to add 
a small quantity of chloride of silver, as it 
is almost impossible to preserve the bal 
ance of the solution so that the anodes feed 
it as rapidly as the silver is deposited 

The method of adding chloride of silver 
to a silver solution would naturally not 
seem to call for any comment; we have 
found, however, that it is the custom of 
some platers to add it directly to the bath 
and then commence plating. This is bad 
practice and we have found a difficulty to 
arise from it 

The chloride of silver does not imme- 
diately dissolve, but remains suspended in 
the bath. Whether the cyanide reduces it 
to metallic silver or it is in itself attracted 
by the cathode, is unknown; but it will, 
nevertheless, be found that when it remains 
suspended in the bath, the lower parts of 
any work that is being plated will be rough 
and pitted. It is caused by the covering 
of the surface by the chloride of silver 
while the deposition of the silver is going 
on. The work being plated seems to act 
like a magnet and attracts the fine particles 
of chloride of silver. 

The remedy, of course, is simple. When 
chloride of silver is to be added to the 
bath, a small quantity of the solution should 
be taken out and used for dissolving it. 
When no undissolved particles remain, it 
can then be added to the main solution. In 
this manner the silver bath will remain 
clear and will not produce the rough and 
sandy appearance previously mentioned.—

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The Book of Stones of King Alfonso X.* 





| N the royal library of San Lorenzo, in 
the Escurial, is preserved that once 
elebrated but now seldom read work, the 
apidario del Rey D. Alfonso X., which 

probably the lapidary work mentioned 
by Sir John Mandeville as a book ‘with 
hich many men are not acquainted.” In 
this latter respect we not greatly 
hanged since Mandeville’s day, for even 
mongst lovers cf strange lore the Wise 
King’s Book of Stones is little known ex 
ept by name. Hence it that some 
slight description of its quaifit contents 
as compared with the facts and fables of 
ther authorities—may be of general inter- 
est. At the beginning of its index there 
is an illumination representing the King 
and his learned friends; and the black- 
letter text describes the Lapidario as hav- 
ing been translated into Castilian “from 
the books of the ancient philosophers,” and 
transcribed between 1276 and 1279 by com- 
mand of the King. 

The Lapidario is divided into 12 parts, 
in accordance with the 12 signs of the 
odiac, and at the beginning of each part 
is emblazoned an elaborate sign, surround 
ed by its corresponding constellations, 
which were supposed to influence “all ter 
restrial bodies” (the mystic virtues of 
stones and plants waxing and waning in 
accordance with the position of the stars. 
These in turn are encircled by figures rep- 
resenting the angelic choir—presumably 
Zuriel, Ambriel, Muriel, Asmodel, Gabriel, 
and all the traditionary angels who in 
those days were believed to sway the for- 
tunes of mankind, and to counteract the 
evil powers of the 12 hierarchies of devils. 

The Book of Stones is subdivided into 
numerous short chapters; the profuse il- 
lustrations are very curious and interest- 
ing. Mere photographic reproductions can 
give no adequate idea of its glowing pages; 
its wealth of red and yellow and green and 
blue, subtly blended, skilfully shaded, and 
effectively contrasted. These illustrations 
are eminently suited to adorn a work re- 
vealing the lore of 


have 


seems 


“fiery opals, sapphires, amethysts, 
Jacinths, hard topaz, grass-green emeralds, 
Beauteous rubies, sparkling diamonds, 
And seld-seen costly stones,” * 
and treating of the forms and images which 
are in the skies, and of their virtues, and 
the works that go out therefrom. 

Unfortunately, the names of the stones, 
when they are not in thirteenth century 
Castilian, are frequently Arabic and Chal- 
dean. Only now and then is there an al- 
ternating Greek or Latin name, and, there- 
fore, it is often more than difficult to 
identify the gems, especially as amongst 
these three hundred and sixty stones there 
are some with extraordinary properties 
suggestive of the Arabian Nights and the 
fairy negends of one’s childhood. For ex- 
ample, there is the Sleep stone (Suenno). 
This is described as red, clear, transparent, 
hard to break, and impervious to fire. “At 
night it throws forth light, and those who 
dwell in the Isle of Alicuas, near the sea of 
Alcuzun (the Red Sea), on whose shores 
it is to be found, when they see a light

shine at their feet in the darkness, stoop 
and pick up the Suenno.” It is “prized 
by physicians and chirurgeons,’ for it 
brings a calm and restful sleep, though 
when ground to powder it must be given 
with great caution, and only in small 
quantities 

One of the most curious is merely men- 
tioned as “the Stone which flics from 
Wine.” There is no further name by which 
to identify it, but Ptolomy is quoted as an 
authority for the fact that it came from 
“the isle called Vacuac, in the sea of Al 
cuzun.” The stone is very precious for its 
clearness and beauty, but its chief feature 
is its “abhorrence of which is so 
great that if it is placed in close prox 
imity to any alcoholic liquid it will “jump 
away.” There is, on the other hand, a 
wine-drawing stone, much more attractive 
to the average man, but equally difficult to 
identify with any known gem. “It is light 
in weight, porous, damp, hot, and hard; 
when broken, the inside is like foam.” Its 
color is somewhat ambiguously described 
as “ashen-yellow mixed with white,” and 
like the teetotal stone, it was “found in the 
Island of Vacuac.” Its virtue is that “if 
you place it close to anything in which 
there is wine, it draws the wine to itself 
and will consume it in accordance with its 
quantity” (not quality apparently!), there- 
fore, it is counted among the magnets.” 

It is scarcely necessary to remark that 
the idea that precious stones possess 
strange attributes and mystic powers is of 
the greatest antiquity. Remodeus’ eulo- 
gises jewels because they “adorn king’s 
crowns, grace the fingers, enrich our house- 
hold stuff, defend us from enchantments, 
preserve health, cure diseases,” and drive 
away “grief and cares,” so in the Lapi 
dario the most favored gems are “good 
against sadness and care.” 

The emerald (Zamorat or Esmeralda) 
is stated in the Book of Stones to be “a 
remedy for all mortal poisons, and for 
wounds or bites of venomous beasts.” 
There are, however, certain adverse posi 
tions of the stars which have so baneful 
an influence upon the emerald that he who 
wears it at those times “will have his 
senses dulled so that he understands 
nothing,” until he removes the gem from 
amidst the decorations on his person. But 
he who carries a Zamorat graven with the 
figure of a man fighting a lion may travel 
fearlessly from court to court, in the cer- 
tainty of being well received by “princes 
and great men.”
